At least 2 people are 
hurt after plane hits 
Texas office building 

Austin, Texas 

A software engineer furious with 
the U.S. tax agency plowed his 
small plane into an office build- 
ing housing nearly 200 federal 
tax employees on Thursday, offi- 
cials said, setting off a raging fire 
that sent workers fleeing as thick 
plumes of black smoke poured 
into the air. 

The pilot was presumed dead, 
and at least one person who worked 
in the building was unaccounted for. 

A U.S. law official identified the 
pilot as Joseph Stack — whose home 
was set on fire just before the crash 
— and said investigators were look- 
ing at an anti-government message 
on a Web site linked to him. The 
Web site oudines problems with the 
Internal Revenue Service and says 
violence “is the only answer.” 

Federal law enforcement offi- 
cials have said they were investi- 
gating whether the pilot slammed 
into the Austin building on purpose 
in an effort to blow up IRS offices. 
All the officials spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the investi- 
gation was ongoing. 

“Violence not only is the answer, 
it is the only answer,” the long note 


on Stack’s Web site reads, citing 
past problems with the tax-col- 
lecting agency. 

At least one person who worked 
in the building was unaccounted 
for and two people were hospital- 


ized, said Austin Fire Department 
Division Chief Dawn Clopton. She 
did not have any information about 
the pilot. About 190 IRS employ- 
ees work in the building, and IRS 
spokesman Richard C. Sanford the 


agency was trying to account for 
all of its workers. 

After the plane crashed into the 
building, flames shot out, windows 
exploded and workers scrambled 
to safety. Thick smoke billowed 
out of the second and third sto- 
ries hours later as fire crews bat- 
tled the blaze. 

“The ceiling caved in and win- 
dows blew in. We got up and ran,” 
said Peggy Walker, who was sitting 
at her desk in the building when the

Obama Hosts Dalai Lama 



Spiritual leader says 
he’s Very happy’ with 
the low-key meeting 

Washington 

President Obama welcomed the 
Dalai Lama for closely watched 
White House talks Thursday, risk- 
ing fallout in China over the get- 
together and Obama’s statement 
supporting preservation of Tibet’s 
identity and human rights. 

“The president commended 
the Dalai Lama’s ‘Middle Way’ 
approach, his commitment to non- 
violence and his pursuit of dialogue 
with the Chinese government,” 
White House press secretary Rob- 
ert Gibbs said after the more-than 
hour-long private meeting. 

Speaking to reporters on the 
White House driveway, the Dalai 
Lama declared himself “very happy” 
with the session. The exiled Tibet- 
an leader said he spoke to Obama 
about the promotion of human 
value, religious harmony, a greater 
leadership role for women around 
the world and the concerns of the 
Tibetan people. He said Obama was 
“very much supportive.” 


Obama’s largely symbolic meet- 
ing with the Dalai Lama was kept 
low-key compared to meetings 
with other visiting leaders, out of 
deference to China. With Beijing 
considering the Buddhist monk a 
separatist, Obama doesn’t want to 
overly anger China at a time when 
its cooperation is needed on nucle- 
ar standoffs with Iran and North 
Korea, climate change and other 
priorities. 

So, Obama sat down with his 
fellow Nobel Peace Prize laureate 
in the Map Room rather than the 
much-more-photographed Oval 


Office, where presidents usually 
visit with international leaders. 
Their talks were held entirely out 
of view of cameras and the public. 
Instead, the White House released 
just a single White House photo. 

Even the description the White 
House press office gave reporters of 
the talks was done on paper. 

All these gestures — small to 
many but important in the super- 
sensitive world of diplomacy — 
were meant to tamp down China’s 
displeasure that Obama was hold- 
ing the meeting in the first place.

Kerik Sentenced to Four Years for Lying, Tax Fraud

Arrests in Pakistan 
linked to seizure of 
militants’ No. 2 leader 

Kabul 

Two Taliban leaders responsible for 
overseeing the rebel movement’s 
presence in northern Afghan prov- 
inces have been arrested, accord- 
ing to Afghan and Pakistani offi- 
cials. The arrests occurred in close 
proximity to the capture of the Tal- 
iban’s second-in-command. 

Mullah Abdul Salam, the Tali- 
ban leader in Kunduz province, and 
Mullah Mohammad, the leader in 
Baghlan province, were taken into 
custody in Pakistan about 10 days 


ago, according to the governor of 
Kunduz, Mohammad Omar. 

The two men served as “shad- 
ow governors,” part of the extensive 
network of Taliban leaders across 
Afghanistan who help coordinate 


the insurgency and mete out swift 
and often brutal settlements for 
local disputes. 

Along with the recent capture 
of Abdul Ghani Baradar, the Tali- 
ban’s No. 2 commander, the arrests 


represent an important crackdown 
on insurgents who until now large- 
ly have operated with impunity on 
both sides of the border between 
Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

There were differing accounts 


about where Salam and Moham- 
mad were captured. Omar said that 
both men were arrested in Quetta, 
but a Pakistani security official 
said both men were arrested in or 
around the northern city of Pesha- 


war. There were also conflicting 
views about whether their arrests 
— first reported by the New York 
Times — came before or after Bar- 
adar’s arrest. 

But officials said that the three 
Taliban commanders worked close- 
ly together and that the cases were 
linked. Both Salam and Mohammad 
served as military commanders dur- 
ing the Taliban’s rise to power in 
the 1990s, officials said, and were 
close friends of Baradar’s. 

Omar, the Kunduz governor, said 
that Salam commanded about 2,000 
fiercely loyal fighters in his prov- 
ince and predicted that the arrest 
could diminish Taliban strength by 
40 to 50 percent in the area, joshua

Niger Soldiers

Renegade soldiers in armored vehi- 
cles stormed Niger’s presidential pal- 
ace with a hail of gunfire in broad 
daylight Thursday, kidnapping 
the strongman president and then 
appearing on television to declare 
they staged a successful coup. 

The soldiers also said on state 
TV that the country’s constitu- 
tion had been suspended and 
all its institutions dissolved. The 
spokesman for the soldiers said 
the country is now being led by 
the Supreme Council for the Res- 
toration of Democracy. 

Traore Amadou, a local journal- 
ist who was in the presidency when 
the shooting began, said President 
Mamadou Tandja was kidnapped 
by mutinous troops. His where- 
abouts remained unknown hours 
later when the soldiers took to the 
airwaves to announce the coup, (ap)

NATO Holds 
Main Roads 
In Taliban 
Stronghold 


Marja, Afghanistan 

U.S.-led forces control the main 
roads and markets in the besieged 
Taliban stronghold of Marja, a 
Marine general said Thursday, even 
as fighting raged elsewhere in the 
southern farming town. 

Marines and Afghan soldiers 
encountered better-fortified Tal- 
iban positions and more skilled 
marksmen on the sixth day of the 
assault, indicating Taliban resis- 
tance in their logistics and opi- 
um-smuggling center was far from 
crushed. A British general said he 
expected it would take another 
month to secure the town. 

NATO said four service mem- 
bers died Thursday, bringing the 
number of allied troops killed in 
the offensive to nine NATO troops 
and one Afghan soldier. The inter- 
national coalition did not disclose 
their nationalities, but Britain’s 
Defense Ministry said two British 
soldiers were among the dead. 

No precise figures on Taliban 
deaths have been released, but 
senior Marine officers say intelli- 
gence reports suggest more than 
120 have died. The officers spoke 
on condition of anonymity because 
they were not supposed to release 
the data.

IAEA Casts 
Doubt on 
Iran Claims 


Iran appears to have recently pur- 
sued secret research that could help 
it develop nuclear warheads, the 
United Nations’ nuclear watchdog 
said Thursday, casting fresh doubt 
on Iran’s claims that its nuclear 
intentions are peaceful. 

The International Atomic Ener- 
gy Agency also confirmed that Iran 
has increased the enrichment level 
of some of its uranium, bringing 
the Islamic republic a step closer 
to being able to make weapons- 
grade nuclear fuel. 

In a strongly worded report, the 
IAEA challenged Iran to explain 
purchases of sensitive technology 
as well as secret tests of high-pre- 
cision detonators and missile reen- 
try systems — experiments closely 
associated with atomic warheads. 
Although much of the research 
took place nearly a decade ago, 
the report said some tests “seem to 
have continued beyond 2004” 

The date is significant because it 
contradicts a bedrock assumption by 
U.S. intelligence agencies that Iran 
halted weapons-related research 
in 2003. U.S. officials are in the 
process of revising their key judg- 
ments about whether Iran is seek- 
ing actual nuclear weapons, or just 
the ability to quickly produce them.

Baseball superstars Alex 
Rodriguez, Andy Pettitte 
and Mark McGwire, above, 
have quieted talk about 
their use of performance- 
enhancing drugs by offer- 
ing limited admissions in 
carefully orchestrated 
interviews.

questions is just going to make 
the press angrier at him. To some 
extent, this is a taunt.” 

By restricting his comments now. 
Woods may be repeating the same 
mistake he made at the outset of the 
scandal, when his vague and limit- 
ed statement on his Web site fueled 
speculation and led to a torrent of 
media coverage about his alleged 
paramours, Levinson said. 

“This not only doesn’t solve 
the problem; it aggravates it,” 
said Gene Grabowski, a senior 
vice president at Levick Strategic 
Communications, a “crisis” com- 
munications firm in Washington. 
By avoiding questions. Woods is 
“enhancing the perception that 
he and his advisers are trying to 
control the situation. They’re still 
behaving as if they’re calling the 
tune when, in fact, they should be 
facing the music.” 

While many have argued that 
Woods’ personal life is none of the 
public’s business. Woods may be 
aiming for redemption not just in 
the public’s eyes but also among 
current and future sponsors. 

In the wake of his scandal, a few 
sponsors (AT&T, the Accenture con- 
sulting firm) severed their relation- 
ships with him. Others (Nike, Gil- 
lette, Gatorade, Electronic Arts) stood 
by but scrubbed the airwaves of any 
Tiger ads. One measure of Woods’ 
“comeback” will surely be the reap- 
pearance of ads featuring him. 

Ultimately, Woods’ image will 
be restored not with words but with 
deeds and actions, said Bob Dorf- 
man, who writes the Sports Market- 
er Scouting Report, which assess- 
es athletes’ suitability for ads. “The 
best thing he can do is win golf 
tournaments again,” he said. 

Which may explain the timing 
of Woods’ effort to restore his good 
name. Golf’s biggest event, the 
Masters Tournament, starts April 6.

three-way trade in which Washing- 
ton acquired rising star A1 Thorn- 
ton from the Los Angeles Clippers, 
which in turn received Drew Good- 
en — who never played a game for 
the Wizards after being traded by 
Dallas last week. 

The move comes days after 
swingman Caron Butler and cen- 
ter Brendan Haywood were trad- 
ed to the Mavericks for four play- 
ers, including Gooden and forward 
Josh Howard. 

“Extreme Makeover: Team Edi- 
tion” is how Wizards forward Mike 
Miller described the past two weeks 
to The Washington Post. 

Indeed, the flurry of activity — 
rivaled only by this month’s double 
blizzard — comes in the midst of a 
season gone horribly wrong. 

Talk of returning to the postsea- 
son — which the Wizards reached 


four times in Jamison’s 514-year 
tenure — turned to rebuilding soon 
after Gilbert Arenas brought guns 
into the team’s locker room in late 
December. 

Ironically, Arenas is the last 
part of the Big Three still affiliated 
with the Wizards as he serves his 
suspension through the rest of the 
season. But the Pollin family, act- 
ing in the stead of the late-Wizards 
owner Abe Pollin and team Pres- 
ident Ernie Grunfeld, have made 
little secret that Arenas’ time is 
done in the nation’s capital. 


“There’s disappointment,” Wiz- 
ards coach Flip Saunders said 
after Wednesday’s night win over 
the Minnesota Timberwolves. 
“We could never get any traction. 
The thing with Gil really tainted 
everything.” 

The Wizards are currently 
18-33, bad enough for the NBA’s 
fifth-worst record. With a new ros- 
ter built mostly to clear salary cap 
room for the future, the team will 
be competing for a top spot in the 
draft lottery. 

Of the new-look Wizards fans 


can watch the rest of the season — 
starting Friday night against the 
Denver Nuggets — Thornton is the 
only player brought in this past 
week who will likely be in Wash- 
ington next year. 

Will Kentucky’s John Wall join 
him? The Wizards’ fortunes rest 
in how their luck holds in the next 
several NBA drafts and their abil- 
ity to lure free agents to a rebuild- 
ing organization. 

As for Jamison, he looks back 
fondly at his time in D.C., though 
he knows the Big Three never met 
expectations. 

“I didn’t accomplish what I 
wanted to, and I feel bad because 
of the fans,” he said.

Speedskating 

Shani Davis and Chad Hedrick will 
never be the best of friends. 

That’s OK. 

At least all that nastiness from 
Turin is behind them. And now 
everyone can focus on what these 
two have accomplished inside 
the oval. 

With another big race to go 
at the Vancouver Games, Davis 
and Hedrick are assured of going 
down as two of the greatest speed- 
skaters in U.S. history, instead of 
being tainted by their feud at the 
2006 Winter Olympics, where they 
battled over Davis’ not skating a 
team event. 

Davis became the first Olympi- 
an to win the 1,000 meters twice 
when he defended his title Wednes- 
day, somehow finding a little extra 
speed on the last half-lap to pull 
out the gold. 

Joining him on the podium was 
Hedrick, whose bronze made him 
the only American male outside of 
the great Eric Heiden to claim med- 
als at four different distances. 

“All that stuff that was done 
before, man, that is old news,” 
Hedrick said. “I just hope people 


will look at us in a different light 
and think, ‘Man, those guys are 
good athletes,’ rather than won- 
dering who wants to fight with 
who.” 

The two stood together on the 
victory stand, each holding one 
end of an American flag. 

“Him and I getting together 
and carrying the American flag, I 
think that shows that — you know 
what? — people misread us,” said 
Hedrick, who added to the med- 


als he won in the 1,500, 5,000 and 
10,000 at the 2006 games. “We just 
want to win.” 

Davis became just the fourth 
American man to win more than 
one speedskating gold medal, 
joining Heiden (five at the 1980 
Lake Placid Games), Jack Shea 
and Irving Jaffee (two golds 
each at the ’32 games, also in 
Lake Placid). 

Davis and Hedrick will face 
each other again on Saturday in 


the 1,500, each looking to add to 
his medal haul. Davis is the world- 
record holder in that event, just 
as he is in the 1,000, but Hedrick 
is the only guy to beat him at the 
longer distance during the World 
Cup season. 

No matter what happens, their 
place in speedskating history is 
secure. 

“We’re both at the top of our 
game,” Davis said, “and we both 
want to win.” paul newberry (ap)

Vonn Falls Short in Second Race 


American’s bruised 
shin gets the best of 
her super-combined 

Alpine Skiing 

Lindsey Vonn, her bruised shin 
“killing me,” lost her bid for a sec- 
ond Olympic gold medal Thurs- 
day when she missed a gate and 
fell in the slalom leg of the super- 
combined. 

Maria Riesch of Germany won 
the event, helping to atone for her 
failure to challenge best friend and 
biggest rival Vonn in Wednesday’s 
marquee downhill race. 

Vonn, who once worried that the 


injury would keep her from skiing 
at all in these Olympics, was fastest 
in the morning downhill run of the 
super-combined but was visibly in 
pain after the twisting slalom run 
on an icy course pressed her ski boot 
against the badly bruised shin. 

Last among the leaders to ski in 
the slalom, she was 0.07 seconds 
ahead of Reisch’s pace at the first 
checkpoint but fell behind by 0.18 
seconds at the second checkpoint on 
the bottom half of the course, then 
missed a gate and lost her right ski 
before crashing to the snow. 

“It hurts so bad,” Vonn said. “It’s 
one thing to do the downhill, but 
the super-combined is really tough 
on my shin.”

She will get an off day on Fri- 
day before her next event, Satur- 
day’s super-G, where she is an over- 
whelming favorite. 

Riesch had a total time of 2 min- 
utes, 09.14 seconds, to beat Julia 
Mancuso of the United States by 
0.94 seconds. Mancuso got her sec- 
ond silver medal after being run- 
ner-up to Vonn in the downhill. 
Anja Paerson of Sweden took the 
bronze, 1.05 behind Riesch. 

Vonn struggled in slalom this 
season even before the injury. She 
has failed to complete a two-run race 
in four of seven World Cup events, 
and her best result was runner-up 
behind Riesch in the opener last 
November, (ap)

MAKEUP ARTIST, ENGLISH COUNTESS 


British-born makeup pro Jemma 
Kidd boasts a glam background 
(younger sis Jodie Kidd is a super- 
model; husband Arthur Morning- 
ton is English royalty), but she’s 
made her name helping regular 
women look their best. In addi- 
tion to three makeup lines (includ- 
ing the JK brand, available at Tar- 
get stores), Kidd recently released 
a lush-yet-accessible how-to book, 
“Jemma Kidd Make-Up Master- 
class” ($25, St. Martin’s). 

What makes your book different 
from other makeup how-tos? 

There are a lot of fantastic make- 
up artists out there, but they don’t 
work with real women. They work 
with celebrities and models, or 
on photo shoots. Since I start- 
ed opening my makeup schools 
in the U.K., which offer nonpro- 


fessional courses. I’ve learned 
so much about what real women 
want to know. It’s helped me cre- 
ate an easy, understandable book 
of makeup ideas aimed at regu- 
lar women. 

Was that why you focused on 
step-by-step instructions and 
lots of photos? 

I wanted it to be a bit like a cook- 
book, where they show you the dish 
and exactly what to do to make it. 
I think anything visual has to be 
seen to be understood. 

Are women intimidated by make- 
up? 

I think a lot of women get stuck in 
a rut. They get too familiar with the 
one look that they’ve been wearing 
for years. They know how to do it in 
two minutes; it’s like an old friend. 


And they shouldn’t do that. Over 
time, your skin changes, your eye 
shape changes and new formulas 
are developed. 

What’s a big mistake that most 
women make with their makeup? 

The No. 1 thing I see is women 
applying way too much makeup, 
thinking they’re looking better

when it’s really making them look 
worse. Makeup should be all about 
enhancing your best features. 

Any other beauty peeves? 

I think fake tanning on the face is 
just really terrible, because it makes 
it so hard to find a foundation and 
concealer to match. You can look tan 
and gorgeous with just a brilliant 
bronzer and a warmer foundation. 
You don’t need the fake tanner. I see 
orange girls everywhere! 

What made you so interested in 
cosmetics? 

I’ve always been artistic, though 
I thought I’d be painting canvas- 
es, not faces. But back when I was 
doing a little bit of modeling, I 
worked with this amazing make- 
up artist who totally changed my 
face into the one I always wanted. 
That’s when I learned about the 
power of makeup, because it made 
me feel more confident. 

Any products you swear by? 

Mascara. It just instantly lifts the 
whole face and makes the eyes 
look bigger.

Creamy, sweet, slightly tangy. 


Fluffy, rich desserts go well with a Sauternes, a 
late-harvest dessert wine from France that smells 
of honey and tastes of tropical fruit. 


Though high in residual sugar, Sauternes have 
enough acidity to balance tartness in the dessert. 


Port or richer dessert wines would overwhelm the 
lightness of a cheesecake.

Here’s one lesson plan that goes down easy (slurp): 

The more wine you drink, the better you’ll understand 
it, from which flavors you like to the bottles that’ll pair 
with your favorite foods. Local oenophiles lead a variety 
of tastings and classes that allow you to get both edu- 
cated and — maybe — a little buzzed. 

Among the wine stores pouring and pouring out info: 
Weygandt Wines (3519 Connecticut Ave. NW; 202-362- 
9463), which samples six wines every day and Cork 
Market (180514th St NW; 202-265-2674), which just 
debuted an upstairs tasting room for classes and spe- 
cial events. At the latter, staffers serve samples of 
new vino Mon.-Fri. 5-7 p.m. and Sat. 3-6 p.m.; frequent 
classes include a Feb. 20 look at New World wines. 

Grape-centric restaurants also often teach what 
amount to Wine 101 classes. Christianna Sargent, som- 
melier at Arlington’s Willow (4301 N. Foirfox Drive; 703- 
465-8800), hosts theme wine nights each Thursday in 
the lounge. “Sometimes we pour based on varietal, and 
sometimes it’s by region,’’ she says. The flights of wine 
often have accompanying dishes from the kitchen. 

Wine clubs are another way to delve into new drinks. 


Want to learn more about vino? 
Washingtonwineacademy.com lists 
classes and tastings in the area. 


Clarendon’s Screwtop Wine Bar (1025 N. Fillmore 
St; 703-888-0845) offers one for $40 a month in which 
members receive two bottles from a particular region 
or of a particular type, like say, Merlot — along with a 
cheese, chocolate or charcuterie item that goes with it. 

Really, educating your palate about the grape stuff 
and what goes with it is all about uncorking what you 
really like. 

“Pay attention to your wine,’’ recommends Wey- 
gandt’s Tim O’Rourke. “What is the color? What is the 
color at the rim of the glass compared to in the cen- 
ter of the glass? These give hints to the grape variety 
and the age of the wine.’’ And the better you understand 
that bottle, the more likely it is you’ll figure out what 
food would taste great with it, too. e.h.

A Walk on the Weird Side 


‘Shutter Island’ is 
a strange, off-putting 
twist in Scorsese’s 
sturdy body of work 

Film Review 

If “Shutter Island ” a gothic thrill- 
er starring Leonardo DiCaprio and 
Mark Ruffalo, were put to a free 
association test, the word most 
likely to come to mind would cer- 
tainly be “weird.” The movie begins 
in 1954, when two U.S. marshals, 
Teddy Daniels (DiCaprio) and 
Chuck Aule (Ruffalo), arrive at the 
eponymous island just off Massa- 
chusetts, where looms the impen- 
etrable Ashecliffe Hospital for the 
criminally insane. The marshals 
have been detailed to find a pris- 
oner — er, patient — who has sud- 
denly vanished from her locked cell 
like a wisp of the smoke from one of 
their ever-present cigarettes. 

As a hurricane bears down on 
the island, Teddy and Chuck inter- 
view Ashecliffe’s inhabitants and 
staff, all the while matching wits 
with the hospital’s chief physician, 
the brilliant Dr. Cawley, played with 
poker-faced elan by Ben Kingsley. 
He insists that he is revolutioniz- 
ing mental health by treating his 
patients with the compassion and 
dignity they deserve. And, oh, don’t 
look too closely at that lighthouse 
over there, it’s just a sewage treat-

ment facility now, nothing to see, 
run along. 

“Shutter Island” has been adapt-

“Taxi Driver" to “Raging Bull" to “Goodfellas," the director-actor team had a solid work- 
ing relationship that few thought would ever end. But these days, it seems Leonardo 
DiCaprio has taken over the role of Scorsese silver-screen darling. The pair first teamed 
up for “Gangs of New York," which was followed by “The Aviator" and “The Departed." 
Now with “Shutter Island" under their belts, rumor has it that Scorsese will be 
directing a Frank Sinatra biopic with DiCaprio in the title role, (express) 


flashbacks and dream sequenc- 
es, and a devotion to flagrant vio- 
lence that finally turns rancid and 
repulsive. 

Teddy, a World War II veteran 
haunted by what he saw liberat- 
ing Dachau, and the death of his 
wife (Michelle Williams), recalls 
the world-weary antiheroes played 
by Dana Andrews in so many noir 
classics (and there are moments 
when DiCaprio resembles a young 
Orson Welles playing him). But as

The Olympics gives 
‘American Idol’ a 
ratings reality check 

Television 

Lindsey Vonn, Shaun White and 
Shani Davis are the true Ameri- 
can idols. 

With the trio leading a record 
haul of six medals for the Ameri- 
cans, NBC’s telecast of the Olympics 
clobbered Fox’s “American Idol” in 
TV ratings Wednesday night. 

During the hour that the two 
shows went head-to-head, 30.1 mil- 
lion people watched the Olympics 
while 18.4 million watched “Amer- 
ican Idol.” 

It was the first time any show 
has beaten “American Idol” since 
May 2004, when a special Mon- 
day edition was topped by NBC’s 
“Fear Factor.” With the exception 
of one “Idol Gives Back” special in 
2008, it was the least-seen episode

of “American Idol” since 2003. 

Even before the Olympics start- 
ed, NBC was referring to the night 
as its “white-hot Wednesday.” The 
network heavily promoted Vonn, 
White and Davis, and each won a 
gold medal. 

Still, it was a startling turn- 
around from just the night before, 
when “Idol” beat the Olympics by 
nearly 4 million viewers, (ap)

The Death of a Veteran 

An inflammatory 
civil rights movie 
is framed around 
a true-to-life murder 


Film Review 

Based on the real-life murder of a 
young black Vietnam vet by white 
Southerners, “Blood Done Sign My 
Name” is the story of an outra- 
geous, if familiar, tragedy. 

In 1970, Dickie Marrow was 
shot and beaten to death in North 
Carolina for alleged flirtatious com- 
ments made to a white woman. But 
in the movie, by writer-director 
Jeb Stuart, the character (played 
by A.C. Sanford) isn’t so much a 
person as a device. Stuart uses his 
death as a lesson: The struggle for 
racial equality often placed politics 
above the personal. 

“You think Dickie Marrow’s 
murder is the worst civil rights 
lynching ever? It doesn’t even come 
close to the things that I’ve seen,” 
says Golden Frinks (Afemo Omi- 
lami), the dashiki-clad “stoker,” or 
agitator. Frinks doesn’t care about 
Dickie the man. As he explains to 
Dickie’s friend Ben Chavis (Nate 
Parker) — yes, the same guy who in 
real life went on to lead the NAACP 
— “What’s special about [Dickie’s] 
death is it gives us an opportunity 
to make things better.” 

In that sense, the audience 
isn’t really asked to care much 
about Dickie. Don’t get me wrong: 
Stuart wants to tick us off — and 
the film does that, beautifully — 
but the anger is less about Mar- 
row than about the civil rights 
movement. 

That anger finds its expression 
chiefly in the travails and hand- 
wringing of a sympathetic white 
pastor, the Rev. Vernon Tyson (Rick 
Schroder), and, for the most part, 
not in the emotions of Dickie’s 
family and friends. Tyson is real- 
ly the main character here. His 
frustration at his efforts to teach 
tolerance to the town’s rednecks

at times threatens to dislodge the 
film’s center of gravity. 

But the emphasis on the Virtu- 
ous White Man is only mildly irri- 
tating in this story about black suf- 
fering. And, truth be told, it’s fairly 
understandable, when you learn 
that the movie is based on a book by 
the minister’s son, Tim Tyson. 

Despite its earnestness, howev- 
er, “Blood” feels a little like preach- 
ing to the choir. Its intended audi- 
ence is anyone with enough heart 
to be horrified by the events it 
depicts, but also with enough plau- 
sible deniability to point the finger 
of blame at someone else, michael

AN EDUCATION (PG-13, 100 minutes) 
Sixteen-year-oLd Jenny (Carey Mulligan) 
Lives in London with her anxious, ambi- 
tious parents, who are channeling aLL 
their post-war striving into aspirations 
for their bright, pretty daughter. Jenny 
is headed to Oxford and, presumably, 
better things when she crosses paths 
with a handsome older man who takes 
her under his wing. Screenwriter Nick 
Hornby and director LoneScherfig have 
adapted Lynn Barber’s memoir to near- 
perfection, capturing British Life in 1961

FROM PARIS WITH LOVE (R, 95 minutes) 
Set in the City of Lights, Pierre Morel’s 
film has as much to do with L’amour as, 
say, the St. Valentine’s Day Massacre. 

It’sthe story of trigger-happy 
CIA veteran Charlie Wax (John Travolta) 
and his unlikely junior partner James 
Reece (Jonathan Rhys Meyers), a desk 
jockeywhohasaLwaysdreamed of ditch- 


ing hiscoverjob atthe U.S. Embassyfor 
a career in special ops. No sooner has 
Charlie arrived in town than he takes 
James under his beefy wing, shooting 
up half the city in what he explains is a

INVICTUS (PG-13, 133 minutes) Matt 
Damon plays Francois Pienaar, the 
captain oftheSouth African rugby team 
the Springboks, which in 1995 won the 
World Cup. The movie teLLs the story 
of that unlikely and poLiticaLLy crucial 
victory, which as much as anything was 
the result of the gentle coaxing and ada- 
mantine moraLsuasion of the country’s 
new president. Nelson Mandela. Morgan 
Freeman doesn’t play Mandela as much 
as inhabit the man, in a performance that 
seems to embody the very transcen- 
dence that Mandela himself has come 
to stand for. (ah) 

IT’S COMPLICATED (R, 199 minutes) As 
Janeand Jake Adler— 10 years divorced 
and with three grown children, yet sud- 
denly drawn back in each other’s Lives 
(and beds) after a drunken fling over the 
weekend of their son’s (Hunter Parrish) 
college graduation — ALec Baldwin and 
MeryL Streep pick up the movie and run 
away with it. The writing and direction, 
by rom-com veteran Nancy Meyers 
(“Something’s Gotta Give”), are deft 
enough.

THE LAST STATION (R, 112 minutes) 
Helen Mirren brings all her vinegary 
spiritandlustinesstoherperformanceas 
Sofya Tolstoy, wife of the famed Russian 
author Leo (Christopher Plummer), and, 
as the film would have it, both the balm 
and bane of his existence. Based on Jay 
Parini’s novel, the film concerns the final 
year of Tolstoy’s life, when he was living at 
hisfamily estate in near-constant battle 
with Sofya over his publishing copyright:

Dennis Quaid, Lucas Black, 
Adrianne Palicki and others yell, “What 
the hell IS this?" as hell rains down on 
them. ORLANDO sentinel 
PERCY JACKSON & THE OLYMPIANS: 
THE LIGHTNING THIEF (PG, 119 minutes) 
Fans of Rick Riordan’s books — a five- 
volume series about a boy who discovers 
he’s the half-human, half-divine son of the 
Greekgod Poseidon— will be disappoint- 
ed to learn that, in the translation of this 
first book from page to screen, the title 
character has gone from a wisecracking 


misfit who wakes up with superpowers 
to, well, a washout. As played by Logan 
Lerman, Percy is a pretty boy with good 
hair but no discernible interior life. The 
movie also suffers by taking itself a little 
too seriously. It’s not just that it’s a lot 
less funny than the book. It’s also a lot 
less fun. (MO) 

SHERLOCK HOLMES (PG 13, 125 

minutes) Directed by Guy Ritchie and 
starring Robert Downey Jr., the new- 
est contribution to the world of Arthur 
Conan Doyle spin-offs is less a product 
of genuinely Holmesian DMA than, say, 
“Se7en.’’ There’s black magic here, too; 
Lord Blackwood (Mark Strong) — who 
has been going around London dispensing 
with people— has apparently risen from 
the dead.

A SINGLE MAN (R, 99 minutes) Adapted 
from a Christopher Isherwood novel by 
Tom Ford, Firth plays George Falconer, 
a college professor living in Los Ange- 
les in 1962. As the film opens, George is 
awaking to another day, haunted by the 
memory of a departed lover. As the film 
works its subtle magic, the movie takes 
on the momentum and narrative tension 
of a thriller, bringing the audience to the

THE SPY NEXT DOOR (PG, 92 minutes) 
Here we have yet another lazily kid- 
pleasing comedy abouta man unprepared 
for fatherhood who’s suddenly saddled 
with children who hate his guts and who 
he must win over in order to make time 
with their hotsingle mom.

UPINTHEAIR(R,109minutes)Thereare 
fewer things more sublime than Clooney 
in hiscomfortzone, and when it happens, 
the best advice is to sit back, relaxand 
enjoy the flight. In this case, literally: 
Clooney plays Ryan Bingham, a corpo- 
rate downsizer who spends most of his 
life in airplanes and likes it that way. It 
is a smart, alert, supremely entertaining 
movie, in which director Jason Reitman 
toggles between comedy and drama, 
satire and soul with the aplomb of hero 
pilot Chesley Sullenberger. (ah) 
VALENTINE’S DAY (PG-13, 124 min- 
utes) For almost all of its 124 minutes, 
“Valentine’s Day" delivers exactly what 
anyone with remedial knowledge of the 
romantic comedy genre would expect. 
It does surprise once or twice as it un- 
spools its multiple, vaguely connected, 
L.A. lovey-dovey stories. Reed Bennett 
(Ashton Kutcher) isa florist who wakes 
up bright, early and besotted on Valen- 
tine’s Day and proposes to his career- 
oriented girlfriend (Jessica Alba). She 
says yes, but it’s clear to everyone — 
except, of course, Reed — that Flower 
Guy really belongs with Julia (Jennifer 
Garner), the dimple-cheeked sweetie- 
pie teacher with the doctor boyfriend 
(Patrick Dempsey) and the pal in the PR 
business (Jessica Biel) who throws an an- 
nual anti-Valentine’s Day bash to mourn 
her manlessness but just might connect 
with a local sportscaster (Jamie Foxx). 
The rest of the film, however, just runs 
aroundthesameold romantic-comedy 
bases. JEN chaney 

WHEN IN ROME (PG-13, 91 minutes) Kris- 
ten Bell should have eligible bachelors 
beating down her door. In this creakily 
contrived romantic comedy, she does. 
WillArnett, Jon Fleder, DaxShepardand 
Danny DeVito all play characters who fall 
in love with Bell’s Beth, a lovelorn curator 
who returns from a wedding in Rome to 
find herself suddenly pursued by more 
suitors than she knows what to do with. 
None of these dudes is really smitten 
with Beth —they’re under some kind of 
magic spell resulting from the fact that 
Beth removed coins they threw into a 
wishing fountain in Rome, (mo) 

THE WHITE RIBBON (R, 144 minutes) 
Withitsaustereblack-and-whitecinema- 
tography and meticulously composed 
frames, the film lunges hungrily for seri- 
ous art-film credibility. Don’t be fooled. 
Set in a small northern German town on 


the cusp of World War I, writer-director 
Michael Flaneke’s macabre story features 
a community riven by class resentment, 
mutualsuspicion and everyday liesthat 
come to thefore when a series of mysteri- 
ous violent crimes occur. With its lurking 
sense of doom and moral fatalism, this 
grim fairy tale doesn’t presage World 
War I so much as World War II, seeking 
to locate the seeds of fascism in a gen- 


eration infected by religious hypocrisy 
and authoritarian abuses of power. It’s 
a simplistic notion, disturbing not in its 
surprise or profundity, but in the sadis- 
tic trouble the filmmaker has taken to 
advance it. (ah) 

WOLFMAN (R, 125 minutes) The arms 
and legs begin to stretch. The hands turn 
into razor-sharp claws. The teeth grow 
jagged, the head and body sprout coarse 


hair and the eyes gleam with a ferocious 
killer’s stare. Benicio Del Toro’s creepy 
transformation from man to beast is 
the highlightof an otherwise uninspired 
remake of the 1941 horror classic starring 
Lon Chaney Jr. as the poor sucker who 
becomes a werewolf after being bitten 
by one. Del Toro had better hope that 
viewers forget his cheesy performance 
here as soon as possible. Director Joe
